In some other sorts we have been compelled 
to advance prices owing to increased cost. 

We have included parcel post charges, at a low average cost, in the smaller quantities offered this season, 
and believe it will be much more convenient to our customer.

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Chinese Cabbage (Pe Tsai) 


Also known as “Celery Cabbage,” “Odorless Cabbage,” “Chinese Lettuce,” etc. 

An annual introduced into this country from Shontung, China. A new vege- 
table for the United States, and already has about a half dozen names, all more 
or less appropriate. It is a species of cabbage, with a fine delicate flavor so 
that it might be called odorless, also resembles a stalk of celery more than a 
cabbage head. It is as tender as head lettuce and once introduced becomes a 
great favorite and is in great demand for numerous dishes such as salads, cole 
slaw, and having a mild and pleasant delicate flavor, it can be eaten raw, or it 
may be cooked, but being very tender it must be cooked quickly. Soil best suited 
to it is low and moist and cannot be made too rich, if finest quality is desired, 
but it can: be grown to fair size on any good garden soil that will grow good 
cabbage. If the weather should be very warm at the time of heading, tie up 
like Endive. Keep well watered. 

For Fall or early Winter crop, the proper time to sow the seed in drills out- 
side is early in August, depending on weather and other conditions. It is a 
very rapid grower, but apt to run to seed instead of heading, in hot, dry weather, 
therefore important to plant late. If sown outside make rows not less than 20 
inches apart and the plants finally thinned to 12 or 15 inches apart. Cultivate 
the same as cabbage. For Winter use it is taken up before hard frost or freez- 
ing and cared for the same as cabbage in Winter. If permitted to freeze it will 
rot very quickly. The mode of storing is to cover with straw and a sufficient 
quantity. of earth*to keep out the frost. (See illustration.) Pkt., 10c.;% oz.,

Celery Culture 


Celery can be successfully grown with but little labor, in any good garden soil, 
by using plenty of well rotted manure with a liberal sprinkling of coarse salt worked 
into it, and this mixture should be put into the trenches, working it well into the 
soil, at least two weeks before the plants are transplanted into them. It delights 
however, in low, moist, rich bottom land, or well-drained muck soil. It is usually 
grown as a second crop. 


Growing the Plants 


It is not necessary to sow the seeds in a hot-bed or cold frame, as it is apt to 
run to seed if started too early, but sow in the open ground as soon as it is fit to 
work in April, and an additional sowing or two between this date and May first, will 
insure a plentiful supply of good plants. Sow in rows so that it can be kept free 
from weeds. Prepare the soil well and cover the seed very shallow and firm the 
soil well after sowing; also keep very moist until the seed germinates. After com- 
ing up the plants should be partially shaded for a week or ten days, and see that 
the soil does not get too dry. When two inches high thin and transplant to three 
inches apart. To insure good “stocky” plants, the tops should be cut back, to within 
say two inches of the crown, when about four inches high. : 


Transplanting 


The evening is the best time, and especially if after a shower; otherwise give 
them a good watering and you will lose but very few plants. Remember that it is 
essential that the soil be pressed firmly about each plant when set out, especially 
if done in a dry time; the old method of setting in deep trenches is a thing of the 
past. Some of our most successful growers set on the level surface, while others 
prefer a broad, shallow trench, only three or four inches deep. These trenches 
should be at least three feet apart for the dwarf, and not less than four feet for 
the larger sorts; set plants in single rows not over six inches apart in the trench. 
Transplanting is done about the middle of June for the first early, and as late as 
the middle of August for the latest. Keep well cultivated, and in about six weeks 
“handling” should begin (never do this when wet from rain or dew). This is done 
to make the celery grow upright. 
The soil is drawn to the row from 
each side with an ordinary hoe. 
Now take all the leaves of the 
plant in one hand and with the 
other draw the soil around it, 
pressing firmly, being careful that 
no soil gets between the leaves, 
as it is apt to cause rust, or rot 
the plant. In about two weeks, 
or as often as it is necessary to 
keep the leaves in this upright 
position, more soil should be 
Columbia drawn to the row.

How to Grow Cucumbers 


As soon as the weather has become settled and warm, 
plant in hills 4 to 6 feet apart each way, with 8 to 10 seeds 
in a hill; cover one-half an inch deep, smoothing the hill 
off with the hoe. When the plants are out of danger of 
insects, thin out to three or four plants to a hill. The seed 
may also be sown in rows 6 feet apart, with the seed every 
few inches in the row. When danger from bugs is past, 
they must be thinned out to 3 or 4 feet apart. This latter 
way of planting insures a good “stand,” as the bugs can- 
not take all of them. Four or five moth balls placed ina 
dish or pan and set close to the hill are said to drive away 
bugs. For pickles, plant from ist of June to 1st of August.

Peas 
thrive better if the ground has been 
manured for a previous crop, but if the 
ground is poor and requires enriching, 
use well-rotted manure; and for the 
dwarf varieties you can hardly make the 
soil too rich. When grown as a market 
crop, Peas are seldom staked or bushed, 
but are sown in single rows 8 to 4 inches 
deep, the depth depending on the time of 
sowing, nature of the soil, as well as the 
variety. Wrinkled varieties are not as 
hardy as the smooth sorts, and if planted 
early should have dry, warm soil, and 
not planted deep, or they are liable to 
rot in the ground. These wrinkled vari- 
eties are, however, the sweetest and best 
flavored. Rows for planting should be 
from 2% to 344 feet apart, according to 
the kind, soil and manner of culture de- 
sired. When grown in the kitchen gar- 
den, it is best to sow the seed in double 
rows, 6 to 8 inches apart, the tall sorts 
requiring brush. Commence sowing early 
varieties as soon as the ground can be 
worked in the Spring, and continue, for 
a succession, every two weeks up to end 
of June, discontinuing until the middle 
of July, when a good crop can sometimes 
be secured by sowing an_extra-early 
sort.

How to Make a Lawn.—The preparation of the soil is very important in making a good lawn. As early aS possible in the 
Spring it should be thoroughly dug or ploughed to the depth of 10 or 12 inches and properly graded to the desired level. 
Remove all stones, sticks, sods, etc., harrow or rake it fine'and roll it firm. It is impossible to get the soil too fine to 
receive the seed. After rolling the soil will be ready for the seed. If the soil is poor, wood ashes, bone meal or pul- 
verized sheep manure should be added after digging it up. Well-rotted stable manure is also good, but it often contains 
weed seeds. Sow the best seed obtainable; it is always cheapest in the end; use quantity as indicated by table on this 
page. It is best to sow seed liberally, not only so as to produce a lawn quickly, but because the best lawn seed produces 
fine-leaved grasses which should take entire possession of the ground. at once, thus choking out and preventing the 
development of any weed seeds, which are apt to be in all soils. Sow seed by hand, distributing it evenly, going both 
ways across the plot. After sowing, cover the seed by raking lightly; then roll. When the grass has become well rooted, 
use lawn mower. Keep the mower sharp, as if dull it will pull and injure the grass, besides causing the lawn to have an 
uneven appearance. Never allow the grass to become so high that the mower will take off the first joint, as this is an 
injury. Mow as often as necessary; in growing weather at least once a week. Let the short clippings remain on the 
lawn, as they wither and dry and form a protection to the roots. When the clippings are long, they should be raked off. 
for, besides being unsightly, they are also injurious. When dry and hot, avoid cutting too close. 

To Grass a Terrace.—_Take for each square rod a pound of lawn grass seed, and mix it with about six cubic feet of 
good dry garden loam. Place it in a tub and add liquid manure, diluted with about two-thirds water until the mixture 
has the consistency of mortar. Make the slope even and smooth, water it well, then apply a thin, even coat of mixture.

How to Grow Fine Sweet Peas 


The general opinion is that Sweet Peas being common 
and hardy can be planted anywhere, which accounts for a 
lot of failures. There is no reason why every one should 
not have fine flowers if they will observe a few simple 
rules. First of all plant early, just as soon as the ground 
can be dug and is not sticky. Dig deeply. If you are 
growing sweet peas every year, try and prepare your 
ground in the Fall, and dig 18 inches deep, mixing manure 
thoroughly in the subsoil. The surface soil in which the 
seed is sown should not contain manure. If you start in 
the Fall you will find you can sow earlier in the Spring. 
If you ean’t secure manure, use bone meal or commercial 
fertilizers containing phosphate and potash. Cover the 
ground an eighth of an inch with these and then dig in 
and mix thoroughly with the soil. Sow the seed three 
inches deep if:on sandy soil, or two if in clay. Sow thinly 
unless you have the courage to pull them out after they 
come up. You can’t have fine flowers through the season 
when plants are very thick. Two to three inches apart, or 
better, four inches if you want big: flowers. Cultivate as 
soon as they are up and keep cultivating. Stake them as 
soon as the rows show plainly. For the first month they 
scarcely make any growth above ground, but don’t need 
water unless the season is very dry. Later on, when they 
are showing vigorous growth, a thorough watering twice 
a week will help wonderfully, if there is not sufficient 
rain. Don’t plant them alongside a house, under® trees or 
close to a-board fence and expect much from them. They 
need an open space.

Have You a Hardy Garden? 


So much interest is being displayed in the hardy peren- 
nial flowers at the present time that a few words here 
regarding them may not be amiss. You will find through- 
out our List Seeds ‘of many of the most popular sorts. 
Perennials are not difficult to grow, but most of the vari- 
eties are slower in starting than the annuals, so that care 
should be taken that the ground does not dry out. The 
ideal place to start them is in a cold frame, where the soil 
can be kept.constantly moist, and when the youns plants 
appear they can be protected from heavy rains. Some vari- 
eties bloom the first year from seed if they are sown early, 
but it is not until the second vear that you get the best 
results, and from that on for several years these beautiful 
plants increase in value, affording color in the garden ata 
season when few, if any, annuals are blooming, and at the 
same time furnishing fine material for house decoration, as 
most of these varieties are excellent as cut flowers. Core- 
opsis Lanceolata, Gaillardia Grandiflora, Shasta Daisy, and 
a few others are not reliable unless they are divided and 
reset in the early Fall after flowering, but such varieties 
as Delphinium or English Larkspur, Pyrethrum Hybridum, 
Oriental Poppy, Columbine and Sweet William may be de- 
pended upon for years. It is so much cheaper to grow 
them than to buy the plants.

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The Growing of Summer-Flowering Bulbs 


The Caladium Esculentum or Elephant Ear is readily 
grown if one bears in mind that the beauty of the plant 
lies in its large, sub-tropical foliage and to obtain a rank 
Srowth one must provide rich soil and an ample amount 
of water. If these are given, a single plant will grow toa 
height of six feet with mammoth leaves, four by three 
feet. Give each plant a bucket of water every day that it 
does not rain and about once a week add a teaspoon full of 
nitrate of soda to the water. Take up the bulbs in the Fall 
after the leaves are frozen; cut off the tops and store the 
bulbs in a cool place free from frost. 

Cannas are very generally used throughout the country 
as bedding plants, where large beds are planted or bold, 
sub-tropical effects are required. There are no plants which 
adapt themselves so well to our varied climate and with 
the introduction of many new forms of flower and foliage, 
we have today in the Canna probably the most satisfac- 
tory bedding plant grown. From a 3-inch pot plant set out 
after danger of frost is past we can get a six-foot plant 
by Fall, with quantities of brilliant flowers, Then, when 
the frost has killed the tops, cut them off and dig the roots, 
Do not shake the soil off, but put the roots in a box with 
what soil that sticks to them and store in a cool.frost-proof 
place until Spring, when, if you have a place for it you can 
start the roots into growth, or about the middle of May set 
the roots out in the open ground. The roots will stand 


dividing and each new shoot will make a good, large plant, 
if you want to increase your stock. 

_. When it comes to Summer flowering bulbs, the Gladiolus 
is the most popular and effective of all, useful alike for 
garden decoration and as cut flowers. The bulbs can be 
Planted from the middle of April on, setting them six inches 
deep, if the soil is a loam and mellow, or four inches in 
stiff clay. The bulbs can be planted right up to the first 
of June and will, of course, flower late in this case. When 
frost has killed the tops, dig up the bulbs and cut stalks 
off about two inches above the bulbs; then place where they 
can dry off for a couple of weeks; after this rub off the old 
bulb at the base of the new growth, also the balance of 
the stem and store in a cool frost-proof place. Save all 
the small bulblets which you find at the base of the bulb; 
sow them the following Spring like peas and the second 
year from planting they will flower. Handle these small 
bulbs same as you do the larger ones, 

Lilies are harder to grow than other bulbous flowers, but 
are so beautiful one can’t do without them. The bulbs 
should be set at least six inches deep and in a partially 
shaded place. If the soil is sandy, so much the better, but 
they must never be put where water will stand, and if you 
mulch them in the Fall with a good foot of leaves or 
straw, removing it soon as the frost is out in the Spring, 
you will find the Lilies will do very much better.
